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Judge denies defense in manslaughter case 


Trial set for Sept. 9

AGAWAM - Several charges, 
including manslaughter by motor 
vehicle, are continuing to move 


forward after Hampden County 
Superior Court Judge Edward Mc- 
Donough, Jr. refused a motion by 
the defense to throw out the state- 
ments of Vincent Albertson. 
Albertson, a 22-year-old Aga- 
wam man, is accused in the death 
of the 16-year-old Agawam resi- 
dent Amanda Croisetiere. He 


pleaded not guilty to all charges 
last Wednesday in Hampden Supe- 
rior Court. 

Shortly after 11:30 p.m. on Nov. 
30, 2012, West Springfield Police 
responded to an accident involv- 
ing a 2012 Nissan Altima near 109 
Morton St. Albertson, the driver of 
the vehicle, was driving north with 


four passengers, including Croise- 
tiere, when his car veered off the 
road, struck a utility and pole and 
then was flipped on its side, ac- 
cording to police reports. 
Croisetiere, a sophomore at 
Agawam High School, was pro- 
nounced dead at the scene, police 
said. Accident investigators be- 


lieve Croisetiere was not wearing 
a seat belt. 

Albertson and three others were 
taken to Baystate Medical Center 
and then released with minor in- 
juries. One of the passengers was 
identified as Janel Thies, also of

D’Amato seeks zone change 
for Rowley Street property

AGAWAM -—- An Agawam 
resident is seeking a spot zoning 
change for a parcel of property she 
does not believe she can develop to 
serve an agricultural use. 

Carole D’Amato has submit- 
ted a zone change request for 105 
Rowley St. in Agawam. Part of the 
property is zoned as Agricultural, 
which means it could be used for 
farming purposes or as open space. 


According to her application, the 
northwest portion of the property, 
which abuts the street, is zoned in 
the Residence B zone. D’Amato 
wishes to have the remainder of the 
property zoned as Residence B. 

The residence zone goes 200 
feet deep into the property from 
the road. There is approximately 
15 acres of land and much of it is 
located behind Sarat Ford. 

There is an easement on the 
property possessed by Western 
Massachusetts Electric Company.

Rossi: New subcommittees 
have streamlined city govt.

AGAWAM -— Two years ago, 
the Agawam City Council agreed 
to combine their many small sub- 
committees in favor of creating 
four larger sub-committees. 

In two years, the combining of 
the sub-committee has allowed 
city council members to accom- 
plish more and be more organized. 

“T think it has gone very well,” 
said Councilor Robert Rossi, a 
longtime member of the city coun- 


cil. “We had a lot of sub-commit- 
tees and it sometimes made it dif- 
ficult to expedite matters to the full 
council.” 

Rossi is the chair of the Adminis- 
tration Sub-Committee. Before this 
sub-committee was established, 
there were smaller three-member 
committees dedicated to utilities 
and street acceptance, licensing, 
sewers and re-organization. 

“We probably see the most ac- 
tion with the sewers and the licens- 
ing,” said Rossi. “My sub-commit- 
tee has to deal with a lot of licenses

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Commission raises the bar 
on disability awareness

AGAWAM - The Agawam Commission 
on Disabilities is looking to raise awareness 
about people with handicaps and disabilities 
in town and is seeking the help of the may- 
or’s office and the Agawam City Council to 
make it happen. 

Two members of the commission, Frank 
Mazzei and John McCarthy, approached the 
council on Aug. 4 at the council’s only meet- 
ing of the month. 

At the meeting, both said they were seek- 
ing the support of the council in the future to 
hold some sort of an awareness day in town. 

Since that meeting Mazzei says the com- 
mission has been mulling different ideas and 
is very interested in doing a walk or running 
event. 

“Much like the different marathons or 
something like the Holyoke St. Patrick’s Day 
race,” said Mazzei. “People with disabilities 
can participate using the Hoyt-style wheel- 
chairs that are made for walkers or runners.” 

Mazzei said the commission’s request 
is still in the law department and they are 
awaiting permission from the mayor’s office 
to pursue holding an event. If they obtain 
permission from the mayor, it is possible the 
city council will have to approve a resolution 
allowing the event to be held because the 
Commission on Disabilities is a town entity. 

Unfortunately, Mazzei said this week, 
there will not be enough time to secure a 
date for an October event. 

“We are probably going to have to wait 
until next spring to hold this,” said Mazzei. 

McCarthy told the council that the Com- 
mission on Disabilities, which was estab- 
lished by Mayor Richard Cohen, is celebrat- 
ing its 10th year in existence. 


“We are really hoping to become more 
active and make people aware of us and 
disabled people in the community,” said Mc- 
Carthy. “We want people to know we are 
here and there are resources out here to help 
people.” 

The event would also likely include sever- 
al vendors and maybe some demonstrations. 
The Massachusetts Office on Disabilities 
could make an appearance, as well as other 
state, county, and local groups and agencies 
that assist residents with disabilities. 

In addition to holding the event, McCarthy 
and Mazzei both hope it brings some aware- 
ness to businesses in town that are currently 
not providing proper handicapped access to 
their customers. 

“When we hold this event, we would defi- 
nitely bring some of the businesses that have 
worked to comply with the code and provide 
proper access to residents,” said Mazzei. “We 
have a lot of people who use wheelchairs in 
our community.” 

Mazzei said he wishes that more busi- 
nesses were focused on complying with the 
handicapped access codes. 

Businesses that make improvements or 
renovations to more than 30 percent of their 
existing footprints are required to make full 
improvements to comply with the updated 
handicapped code 521 CMR. 

“We definitely need to see more compli- 
ance in town,” said Mazzei. “We do not have 
enough businesses that are acceptable. It is 
disappointing.” 

The Commission on Disabilities is charged 
with advocating for individuals in town who 
are disabled. The advisory board is also re- 
sponsible for advising the town on regula- 
tions related to the handicapped code as well 
as giving updates on new regulations.

Agawam. All three said Albertson was driv- 
ing. 

Albertson will answer to charges of neg- 
ligent operation, driving with a suspended 
license and operating under the influence 
of alcohol, second offense. Through the 
investigation, Albertson was also charged 
with motor vehicle homicide while driving 
under the influence of liquor. The arraign- 
ment judge has revoked Albertson’s license 
to operate a motor vehicle and ordered the 
defendant in the case not to drink alcohol or 
use drugs. 

When the accident first occurred, police 
were only able to offer speed as being a fac- 
tor due to tire marks measured at the scene 
of the accident. 

The latest court hearing sought to throw 
out statements to police by Albertson be- 
cause his attorney, Christopher Todd, argued 
he was drunk when he made the statements 
to the police and was also suffering from a 
concussion. As a result of the combination, 
Todd believes Albertson was unable to waive 


his right to remain silent. 

In his decision, McDonough stated Alb- 
ertson had, in fact, waived his Miranda rights 
in arecord statement. In that same statement, 
Albertson admitted to having “four or five 
beers,” a couple shot of vodka and that he 
had smoked marijuana. 

McDonough further stated that a concus- 
sion was only “possible” and that he had no 
clear evidence to find that Albertson was suf- 
fering from cognitive impairment when he 
spoke with police. 

The penalty for being convicted of man- 
slaughter by motor vehicle is a $25,000 fine, 
a minimum of five years in jail or between 
5 and 20 years in prison. Also according to 
Massachusetts laws, Albertson faces 15 year 
loss of license for the motor vehicle homi- 
cide charge. The second offense for the OUI 
carries a 60-day to 2 ¥% year jail sentence as 
well as hefty fines. 

The trial is set to begin Tuesday, Sept. 9. 
Albertson is currently being held on $25,000 
cash bail. 
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D’Amato seeks zone change for Rowley Street

WMECO has approximately five acres of 
the parcel used for the structuring of primary 
power lines. The high-tension lines connect 
to other power lines throughout the town of 
Agawam to deliver service to customers. 

Those five acres cannot be re-purposed, 
but D’ Amato is hoping the Planning Board 
will recommend a zone change to the full 
Agawam City Council in order for her to 
build a two-family home. 

“Tt is unlikely the remainder of the parcel 
will ever be used for agricultural purposes,” 
D’ Amato states. “The proximity of the land 
to the WMECO power lines creates a ‘util- 
ity’ visual that reduces the desirability of the 
property for single-family residential devel- 
opment. However, the factors which reduce 
the value of the land for single-family homes 
make it appropriate for the development of 
two-family starter homes. 

In exchange for a positive ruling on the 
zone change, D’ Amato wrote in her applica- 
tion she is willing to donate or sell at a re- 


duced cost, two parcels of land to the town 
of Agawam or their designee for conserva- 
tion land so the land can be preserved for 
conservation purposes. 

If the land was donated, it could be con- 
served or converted into some type of rec- 
reation use. 

The planning board was scheduled to open 
a public hearing on the parcel last Thursday 
night at their regular meeting, but the hear- 
ing was postponed by the planning board 
and continued to next month. 

Because of the continuation of the pub- 
lic hearing, the full city council will not be 
able to hear the application at their Sept. 15 
meeting, the current scheduled date of their 
public hearing. The hearing will likely be 
pushed back to the first or second meeting 
in October so the planning board has time to 
hear it and the legislative sub-committee of 
the city council can also hear it. 

D’ Amato needs eight votes from the 11- 
member city council in order to get the zone 
change passed.

on a yearly basis including liquor, used car 
and amusement devices.” 

Instead of three members, Rossi has five- 
member committee to work with. Only three 
need to be present at a meeting to make quo- 
rum, making it easier to get matter taken care 
of and recommended to the full council. 

“On average, we meet about twice a 
month,” said Rossi. “But if a particular item 
gets hot, like the sewers or we have a lot of 
licenses to renew at the end of the year, we 
will meet more often.” 

Rossi likes the role the Administrative 
Sub-Committee has the council. One of their 
functions is to ensure there is transparency 
in government. 

“T am a real stickler for transparency,” said 
Rossi. “I want to make sure that things are

being done right and done well for the tax- 
payers.” 

Councilor James Cichetti said he is also 
very happy with how the council condensed 
their sub-committees. 

Cichetti, a seven-year member of the 
council, is the chair of the Legislative Sub- 
Committee. 

In 2012, the Legislative Sub-Committee 
absorbed the rules and regulations, ordi- 
nances, and zoning sub-committees. 

“T think our sub-committee is doing a lot of 
great work,” said Cichetti. “I especially like 
having the five members instead of three. I 
think it gives us a little more brainpower and 
it is more helpful to have had five councilors 
hear a subject when it goes in front of the 
full council.

carries a great deal of weight,” he said. 

Cichetti’s sub-committee must decide if 
various legislation must move forward and 
be passed by the full council. Ordinances, 
including zoning ordinances, normally re- 
quire eight yes votes for passage. 

To stay organized, the Legislative Sub- 
Committee has a standing meeting on the 
first Wednesday of every month to discuss 
full council agenda items. He says he meets 
more if necessary, but thinks the monthly 
meeting is a great way to stay active and on 
top of matters. 

As an individual councilor, Cichetti says 
having just two sub-committee assignments 
makes it easier to manage time. 

“T use to be on four different sub-commit- 
tees,” said Cichetti. “That can be a lot. There 
were other councilors who were on more.” 


In addition to streamlining the work of 
the sub-committees, councilors also passed 
additional help by allowing the council 
president and vice president to be ex-officio 
members of all sub-committees. This means 
they can now sit in for sub-committee that 
have trouble on a particular day getting a 
quorum.

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Boldyga, Humason 
announce Cultural 
Council grants 


BOSTON - State Rep. Nicholas A. Boldyga, R-Southwick, 
and State Sen. Donald Humason, R-Westfield, announced 
last week that the Massachusetts Cultural Council (MCC) 
has awarded grants totaling $19,050 to cultural organiza- 
tions, schools, and communities in their district. These grants 
support a wide variety of cultural activities and projects that 
benefit local residents, while supporting jobs in the nonprofit 
cultural sector. This program is part of the MCC’s statewide 
funding program, which was boosted by a one million dol- 
lar increase in their budget approved by the legislature and 
signed by the governor in July. 

The grants provide funding to local cultural councils, 
which support local arts and history, school field trips, and 
sponsor local concerts and exhibitions. The Agawam Cultur- 
al Council received a grant of $10,450, the Granville Cultural 
Council and the Southwick Cultural Council both received 
grants of $4,300. 

Massachusetts Cultural Council’s 329 Local Cultural 
Councils (LCCs) make up the most extensive public cultural 
funding network in the nation. They provide funding to every 
Massachusetts city and town through the work of more than 
2,300 volunteers. Grants to local councils are given based 
on a formula that reflects the state’s local aid system ranging 
from $4,300 for the smallest towns to over $100,000 for the 
largest cities.

Love of boating turns Agawam resident into 


antique aficionado

The Agawam resident also owns several vin- 
tage boats, including an antique sailboat he 
is restoring. 

He’s also currently the only Agawam resi- 
dent who is an active member of a regional 
boat club “dedicated to the preservation, 
promotion and enjoyment of antique boat- 
ing.” The club, Bay State Woodies (BSW), 
is one of 55 chapters in the U.S. and Canada 
that are affiliated with the Antique and Clas- 
sic Boat Society. 

BSW is a nonprofit group that, similar 
to many antique car clubs, raises money 
for community causes through some of its 
events. One of BSW’s recent events was its 
26th Annual Antique and Classic Boat Show 
at the Oxbow Marina in Northampton in 
early August. 


An award-winning replica 

Hager and his wife Carol entered one of 
their antique boats, a cream-colored 1959 
MFG Union, a replica of a 1955 Lyman 
runabout, in the show. It won two awards, 
including most original. 

Hager’s boat, which he bought two years 
ago, is unique since it’s one of the first MFG 
fiberglass boats. The hull was produced from 
a mold of a traditional wood Lyman runabout 
that features a classic lapstrake (overlapping 
planks) design. 

“The hull is completely fiberglass, but 
the seats and deck are all wood,” he said. “It 
looks like a wood boat, but there isn’t the 
maintenance required of a traditional wood 
boat.”

According to Hager, Molded Fiber Glass 
(MFG) began producing fiberglass boat 
hulls in the mid-1950s. MFG created a boat 
division as another product line to comple- 
ment its main source of work: Producing 
fiberglass body components for the early 
Chevrolet Corvettes. 

Hager said MFG never intended to make 
its own boats. Its goal was to just make hulls 
for existing boat companies, such as Lyman 
boats. 

“MFG originally approached Lyman with 
a proposal to build fiberglass hulls, but the 
proposal was rejected,” he said. “So MFG 
decided to use the molds it made of the Ly- 
man hull to create its own line of boats.” 

Hager, who grew up in Springfield, said 
he got hooked on boats and boating when he 
was only five. His father had a cabin cruiser 
docked on the Connecticut River in Agawam 
at the Springfield Yacht Club, near the South 
End Bridge. 


A passion for keels and wheels 

Like most kids his age, Hager could name 
every car on the road, but unlike most kids 
he could do the same with boats. 

“When I was 7 or 8, I could identify every 
boat on the water by make, model, and year,” 
he said. 

Hager added that many people who en- 
joy antique cars frequently enjoy antique 
boats and vice versa. That pretty much de- 
scribes Hager. He got involved in collecting 
and restoring antique cars in 1971 when he 
bought and restored a 1939 Ford convertible. 
In 1987, he bought his first antique boat — a 
1959 Chris-Craft Sportsman runabout. 

“That’s when I heard about antique boat 
shows,” he said. “I entered one and took 
third place.” 

His twin passions for antique cars and an- 
tique boats led him to joining BSW as well 
as the Agawam-based Crankers Antique 
Car Club — where he served five years as its 
president. 

“What I enjoy about both organizations 
is the friendliness of the members and their 
willingness to help each other out,’ said 
Hager. 

He added that he likes his fiberglass boat 
because restoring and maintaining wood 
boats can be a bit more challenging. 

“One of the major differences between an- 
tique cars and antique boats is the amount of 
upkeep required for a wood boat,” he said. 
“Tt has to be varnished or repainted almost 
every year. There’s a lot more work every 
year with the wood on a boat compare to the 
metal on a car.”

Hager’s enthusiasm for boats also extends 
to helping people enjoy boating safely. He’s 
been a member of the Coast Guard Auxil- 
iary for the past 28 years. Hager and his wife 
— also a CGA member — visit marinas and 
boat stores to distribute safety information 
and examine boats for safety. 

The Hagers also belong to several local 
social boat clubs that function as places to 
moor boats and gather for activities. Hager 
also enjoys the camaraderie of two Melha

The Shriners also figure prominently in 
one of the BSW events. 

“Our first show of the season, and one of 
the most popular events, raises money for 
the Springfield Shriners Hospital,” he said. 
“Tt’s called Shades of Yesteryear, held the 
first Saturday in May at Saunders Marina 
on the Congamond Lakes in Southwick. I’m 
a Melha Mariner and I belong to the Melha 
Vintage Autos. It’s another way for me to 
share both my hobbies with people who also 
have a similar interest.”

AGAWAM - Coaching the Aga- 
wam High School football team is 
a dream come true for John Ben- 
jamin. 

Three years ago, when Rick 
Jewell was given the varsity coach- 
ing job, Benjamin was a finalist for 
the position. When Jewell left the 
team to coach in Holyoke, Benja- 
min jumped at the chance to get 
the job.

Jewelry 
may not be 
on course 
in Agawam 


NFHS lifts 
prohibition, but 
school considering 


action

AGAWAM -— Though a rule 
has been repealed by the National 
Federation of High School, ath- 
letic directors could decide not to 
follow suit. 

During the summer, the NFHS 
approved lifting the prohibition of 
jewelry for high school track and 
field. The move was made to give 
officials less to focus on while pre- 
siding over the numerous contests 
at a track meet. 

In Agawam, Athletics Director 
David Stratton said he disagreed 
with the concept of allowing jew- 
elry to be worn in any sport. 

Stratton is in a good position 
to make that opinion, as he was 
a trainer before begin the athletic 
director and serves as a backup to 
the training staff by keeping his 
certification current. 

He believes jewelry should not 
be worn during practices or games 
and says he may even pursue pass- 
ing a policy that does not allow 
jewelry in Agawam for track and 
field. 

“IT certainly understand why 
they (the NFHS) lifted the ban on 
jewelry,” said Stratton. “That said, 
I don’t think it is a very good idea 
to allow it.” 

According to Becky Oakes, the 
NFHS director of sports and liai- 
son to the Track and Field Rules 
Committee, the committee deter- 
mined that prohibiting jewelry in 
high school track and field and 
cross country is not necessary. 

“The wearing of jewelry pres- 
ents little risk of injury to either 
the competitor or opponents,”

was never more evident than in the 
beginning of August when the team 
traveled to the Ripken Experience in 
Myrtle Beach, for the Hang 10 tour- 
nament.

He said because 
you’re having fun. 

Coach Sabadosa was especially proud his two catchers 
Jonathan Ingram and Austin Sabadosa. Those two guys re- 
ally pushed themselves. As a catcher you are not allowed to 
make mistakes. Passed balls and runners successfully steal- 
ing are on you, even though you may have no control of the 
situation. You touch every pitch and have more throws than 
anyone on the field. Couple that with the heat coming off 
of the turf field, the work they did was not overlooked or 
underrated by their coaches. In addition to catching, Ingram 
patrolled CF and played some first, while Sabadosa pitched 
and played third in order to “rest”. Ingram was given player 
of the tournament by the team. 

We spend a lot of time together because we want to not 
because we have to. These guys group text and go on social 
media talking about the team and the common word is fam- 
ily when they talk about each other. Not bad for a group of 
kids from different towns, who’s only bond two seasons ago 
was they wanted to play baseball. 

Players, parents, and coaches would like to thank Jim 
Ricco of JR Sweeping for his continued support of the team, 
the Dante Club racquetball crew, Chris Sparks and the Public 
Work Dept. for fields, and finally the communities of Aga- 
wam and Belchertown for supporting us along the way. 
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Oakes sad. “Elimination of the rules allows officials to focus 
on meet administration directly related to actual competition. 
Coaches continue to have the obligation see that competitors 
are properly equipped.” 

Stratton, as well as neighboring Athletics Director Frank 
Montagna of Southwick-Tolland Regional High School, be- 
lieves that there is definitely a huge risk if jewelry is worn 
on the track. 

“If a competitor is doing an event like the long jump or 
the high jump and they are wearing jewelry, they could get 
seriously hurt,” said Montagna. “I personally would not let 
anyone wearing jewelry on the track.” 

In Massachusetts, athletic directors and school committee 
are required to follow whatever rules are put in the place by 
the Massachusetts Interscholastic Athletic Association. They 
are given the right to make stricter rules. 

Stratton says he still has to do more research about the 
rules in place in Agawam, but says he will consider present- 
ing a rule for passage that is stricter, and continues to pro- 
hibit the wearing of jewelry in track and field. 

“T think it would definitely be safer if we did not have the 
jewelry on at the track,” said Stratton.

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New MIAA rules put limit on practices 
Contact drills limited to 4 1-2 hours per day

AGAWAM - Football practices started last week for teams 
across Western Massachusetts, and coaching staffs through- 
out the area are now following stricter rules that are now 
in practice by the Massachusetts Interscholastic Athletic As- 
sociation. 

The rules now dictate how practices can occur during the 
10 sessions of the preseasons. 

Not only can players not have any contact for the first three 
days of practice, they are also not allowed to have more than 
10 practices prior to Labor Day. 

Scott Taylor, coach of South Hadley High School football, 
says many football coaches follow the rules regarding how 
and when guys should start hitting each other and how much 
strength and conditioning they need. 

“We follow this calendar for the most part,” 
“Tt does not take very much to adjust to this.” 

The one restriction on the calendar is how long players are 
allowed to be out on the field. 

Agawam football coach John Benjamin said he under- 
stands the rules regarding how much hitting and contact 
can take place in the first two weeks, but says limiting the 
amount of time on the field can be a bit restrictive. 

“Tt can hurt us doing more strength and endurance training 
early in the preseason,” said Benjamin. “A lot of our players 


said Taylor. 


then spend their own time doing the weights and condition- 
ing.” 

According to the new rules put in place, the first three days 
of practice are strictly restricted to strength and condition. 
Players are allowed to wear their helmets, but no other pads. 
Activity does not involve use of footballs. They are not al- 
lowed to have contact with each other or any type of station- 
ary machines. 

After the three conditioning days, players are then allowed 
to being having contact. They are restricted to no more than 
4 1-2 hours per day of contact. Each session can be no more 
than two hours. 

Once contact begins, players can wear their own pads to 
hit one another. Scrimmages are not allowed until there has 
been at least three contact practices. 

With the practices before Labor Day limited to 10, coach- 
es are often restricted in how much they are able to have 
double-sessions because they would go over that limit. 

In football, Benjamin says the gradual conditioning of 
players is a positive thing, but making the rules too restric- 
tive can limit coaches during the first two weeks as they pre- 
pare players for the first game of the year. 

“The preseason is extremely short,” Taylor and Benjamin 
both said.

Public input sought on 
space and recreation plan 


Agawam residents are invited to discuss their views on the 
town’s parks, playgrounds and open spaces at a public hear- 
ing to be held Thursday, Sept. 11 at 6:30 p.m. at the Agawam 
Public Library. 

In the fall of 2013, Mayor Richard A. Cohen appointed 
members of the Open Space and Recreation Plan Adviso- 
ry Committee. This committee and the Office of Planning 
and Community Development have been updating the 2006 
Open Space and Recreation Plan. An Open Space and Recre- 
ation Plan outlines a strategy for maintaining and enhancing 
a community’s resources for current residents and genera- 
tions to come. 

A Massachusetts community with an approved Open and 
Space and Recreation Plan is eligible to apply for a number 
of open spaces and recreation grant programs. The Plan ordi- 
narily must be updated every five years. 

Las year, Agawam’s Open Space and Recreation Advisory 
Committee prepared and distributed a survey to Agawam res- 
idents. Eighty-five percent of the respondents indicated that 
the town should promote and enhance existing recreational 
facilities and open space; 74 percent stated that the town 
should protect its natural resources (wetlands, watersheds 
and water bodies). Regarding future open space investments, 
respondents gave the following the highest priority: walk- 
ing and hiking trails, 58 per- 
cent; bike trails, 47 percent; a 
town-owned youth recreation 
center, 45 percent; a new high 
school track, 45 percent; and 
a dog park, 45 percent.
